buildings at

vania State college is proposed in 
a $6,000,000 supplementary appro­ 
priation bill introduced in the Sen­ 
ate last night. 
The measure, sponsored by Sen 
A. H. L etter <R- Clearfield), says 
that increased facilities are neces­ 
sary because of the vast num ber of 
World War II veterans who are en­ 
rolled. or who are reeking adm is­ 
sion. 
The college's board of 
trustees 
would be authorized to spend the 
money to build and furnish tem po­ 
rary’ housing facilities for both stu ­ 
dents and faculty members. 
In addition, money w’otild be pro­ 
vided to supplement funds already 
allocated for construction of aca­ 
demic buildings.

Philadelphia, April 22 (Ab—If there 
is any superstition in the ranks of 
the leading Republican figures, there j 
is joy today in the news th at Phila­ 
delphia will be the scene of the 1948 
GOP National convention. 
For of five conclaves in the Quaker 
City—four of which were Repub­ 
lican—three of the candidates chos­ 
en have been elected President by 
overwhelming votes. 
In the one Democratic convention 
held. 
Franklin 
Delano 
Roosevelt 
was chosen to run for his second 
term in 1936. It was in that year 
that FBR captured every state but 
Maine and Vermont. 
The first convention in Philadel­ 
phia was a stormy affair held by the 
newly-formed Republican party in 
1856. John C. Fremont was chosen 
as the candidate, but went down to 
defeat before a Democrat, Jam es 
Buchanan, in the general election. 
Grant and McKinley 
In 1872, Ulysses S. G rant was 
nominated here and subsequently 
elected to his second term. Tile 1900 
COP convention chase William Mc­ 
Kinley, who was assassinated a short 
time after assuming office. 
But the most spectacular conven­ 
tion here—and perhaps the m ast 
spectacular in history—was the 1940 
gathering in which Wendell L. W in­ 
kle was chosen to oppose Roosevelt. 
It was during that conclave th a t 
the gallery chant “We W ant W in­ 
kle' 
swept 
the hitherto-unknown 
political figure into the renter of 
the third term controvery in one of 
the most hotly-contest cd of all Pre si 
f hernial campaigns.
